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Colonel Evans 


Colonel Hamelin at HAAG informed me at 5 o'clock this afternoon that at 
approximately U:1E> firing had again broken out in Cholon and some of it appears 
to be fairly close to HAAG Headquarters. I could hear machinegun and mortar 
fire as well as an occasional rifle shot over the telephone. 

Colonel Hamelin said three fires had broken out and were sending up heavy 
columns of black smoke. The nearest fire appeared to be not more than four or 
five hundred yards from MAAG Headquarters, but Colonel Hamelin could not tell 
whether it was on the Cholon side of the Arroyo Chinois or on the Binh Xuyen side. 
The two other columns of smoke appeared to be rising from the Binh Xuyen side of 
the Arroyo. Colonel Hamelin said that there was a fairly heavy and continuing 
exchange of fire. 

Colonel Hamelin mentioned that the Binh Xuyen are still manning a post 
directly behind MAAG Headquarters. This and statements iron Embassy local employees 
that Binh Xuyen are still in a print shop near the Lycee Petrus Ky are of interest 
in connection with our earlier impression that the Binh Xuyen, except for those 
remaining in the French Security Zone, had been effectively driven across the 
Arroyo Chinois, 
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
